It seems fitting that we offer 
herein some opinions and the le¬ 
gal aspects of the two refernda 
relating to articles 68A and 85, 
as they appeared in this year’s 
annual warrant. 

'Hie referendum as such is not 
: : i unusual procedure in govern¬ 
mental procedures whether on a 
local, state or federal level. It 
has a just place in each level of 
legislation. Initiative in legisla¬ 
tion can be proposed by petition 
or by submission by a member of 
the legislative body. In our Town 
government, the proposed legis¬ 
lation appears in the form of ait 
article on the Town Meeting War¬ 
rant. Some of these articles re¬ 
quire a simple majority of the 
voters present, voting in the af¬ 
firmative to assure passage. 
Others require a two-thirds vote 
and in a few cases, a four-fifths 
affirmative vote is required. The 
two articles in question needed a 
two-thirds approval. This major¬ 
ity they earned and as far as the 
Town meeting was concerned, the 
articles were enacted legislation. 

Initiative had now run its full 
course. However such legislation 
does not immediately become law. 
Our representative form of Town 
Government does not allow this 
legislation to become operative 
until the expiration of seven 
days after the dissolution of the 
town meeting.

The rate for a single veteran 
under the vocational rehabilita¬ 
tion program was increased from 
$110 to $135 a month for full¬ 
time students. A veteran with one 
dependent will receive $181 a 
month, two dependents $210, and 
$0 more for each additional de¬ 
pendent. These rates are also 
scaled downward for less than 
full-time students. 

For wives, widows and children 
receiving allowances under the 
dependents educational assistance 
program, the new monthly rates 
for full-time students are $175, 
three-quarter time students, $128, 
and half-time students $81.

The VA chief added that vet- 
erans training under the voca¬ 
tional rehabilitation program will 
receive their increased education¬ 
al allowances in early June. 

Information on this group is 
not computerized and all process¬ 
ing will have to be done individ¬ 
ually, requiring more time, he 
explained.

Single G.I. Bill students going 
three-quarter time will receive 
$128 a month, $152 with one de¬ 
pendent, $177 with two depend¬ 
ents, and an additional $10 a 
month for each :additional depend¬ 
ent. 

Half-time G.I. students will re¬ 
ceive $81 if they have no depend¬ 
ents, $100 with one dependent, 


More than 777,000 veterans, 
servicemen, wives, widows and 
children will receive increased 
educational allowances under a 
(bill signed recently by the Presi¬ 
dent. 

All trainees under the G.I. Bill 
and other VA educational pro¬ 
grams were assured by Donald E. 
Johnson, Administrator of Vet¬ 
erans Affairs, that they will re¬ 
ceive the increases automatically 
and retroactive to Feb. 1. He 
■stressed that.it is not necessary

them. 

Johnson said most' of those 
studying under the G.I. Bill in in¬ 
stitutions of higher learning will 
(receive one check about May 10,

Veterans studing below college 
level, including apprentice, on- 
the-job and cooperative trainees, 
must certify their attendance to 
the VA every month to be eligible 
for education allowance pay¬ 
ments. 

The VA Administrator said 
this group also will receive one 
check around May 10 at the new 
rates, including the retroactive 
increases, providing their attend¬ 
ance 'has (been certified through 
April. '

Feeling the Food Price Squeeze? 
Try "Mini-Gardening" 
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A mw trend is sweeping the coun* 
try among modern home makers. 
It's “mini-gardcning , '-the practice 
ot raising a few home-grown vege¬ 
tables in a wee amount of space. 

Soaring food prices have appar¬ 
ently brought it on. And jillions of 
homemakers who would rather 
“grow than pay” axe turning to 
miniature gardens. Recent surveys 
show that more Americans than 
ever before are taking up gardening 
to fight inflation and liigh food 
prices. 

One study showed that the 
number of gardeners growing their 
own vegetables doubled between 
1967 and 1969. And, with food 
prices continuing their climb, the 
trend is expected to catch on even 
more this spring and summer. 

According to homeowners who 
gave "mini-gardening” a try last 
year, it doesn’t take much space to 
save a lot on your food budget. If 
you have a windowsill, a balcony, a 
planter or a patio, you have enough 
space to grow a few modern-day 
vegetables. 

You can grow up instead of out 
with today’s vegetable plants be¬ 
cause many of them are bred to be 
more "vertical” in stature. This ac¬ 
counts for the compact prolificacy 
of modern "mini-gardens”. Even 
apartment dwellers, using window 
•boxes or pots, are joining the fold 
and enjoying “fresh from the gar¬ 
den” vegetables. 

, “I never grew anything in my 
Jife,” says one Illinois housewife. 
“But last year, when food prices 
kept climbing, I decided to try a 
packet or two of seed in a little 
bare spot next to tlfc house. Not 
only did I save money, but it was a 
*hole new experience for-me and 
the children. Now I’m hooked-I’ra 
going to grow twice as much this 
year.” 

Similar experiences are reported 
by other “mini-gardenexs.” While 
food prices and budget problems 
are the reasons they start growing

Each year just as homeowners 
are beginning- to realize that win¬ 
ter and the passage of time have 
taken their toll on their houses, 
the siding salesman often ap¬ 
peal's. He comes bearing pam¬ 
phlets, a sales pitch, a contract, 
and promises to make your house 
look as new as the first buds of 
spring. 

Most of these salesmen are of¬ 
fering a necessary service. But 
a few come with offers and sales 
techniques that are designed more 
to sell siding at high prices than 
to remodel homes.

Only then do they realize that 
the referral sales agreement was 
never included in the contract. 

Under Massachusetts law, re¬ 
ferral selling is illegal. The Con¬ 
sumer Protection Division has 
found that when this scheme is 
used, the siding sold is generally 
more expensive than siding sold 
by honest salesmen, and very few 
bonuses have ever been paid for 
the use of a "model home.” 
CONTRACT CANCELLATION 

Not all sales tactics used by the 
siding salesman are illegal. Many 
homeowners faced with a persu¬ 
asive salesman have found them¬ 
selves buying siding they do not 
need or cannot afford. 

Realizing their mistake, home- 
owners often feel the contract 
binds them to pay for a pur¬ 
chase they made in haste. But 
two laws in Massachusetts give 
consumers a three-day period of
